The Prospects at Camp Dennison.
A gentleman who was at Camp Dennison on

Friday last informs the Cincinnati Times that
the trmips are arriving so rapidly into camp,
that I hey arc in distress for the want of quar-
ters. Eight hundred arrived there Thursday
evening and occupied nil the quarters then va-
cant. Fifteen hundred more arrived yesterday
morning: and were obliged to proceed immedi-
ately to work, notwithstanding the heavy rains.
to erect quarters for their accommodation.
1 here are at present, hve thousand troops at
Camp Dennison, There are four hundred sen-
tinels on guard all the time. The pickets are
extended for three miles around the camp, and
no person is allowed within the line of sentinels
without a pass. Everything is conducted with
military order, under the United Suites rules.

Massachusets, but as citizens and soldiers
of the United States, with no intention to
invade any Stato; but to protect tbe Capi
tal of our common country from invasion.
we shall give no cause of offence : but
there must be no fugitive shots nor stray
pricks on tne way.

Judge Campbell, of the Supreme Court of the
United States, has resigned. Judge C. is from
Alabama, and follows her fortunes, although he
is opposed to secession.
